“My conference with the Presi- 
dent and with leaders of my party 
have been. most illuminating and 
uséful. I wish to express my ap- 
preciation of the opportunity thus 
afforded me. 

“At this time hf wish to reaffirm 
my position on the questions that 
have been the principal an ot 
dur r N 

“As to debt 0 due 
Dec. 15, I find no justification for 
moditying my statement to the 
President on Nov. 14, when 1 point - 
ed out that ‘the immediate ques- 
tions raised by the British, French 
and other notes create a Presponsi- 
bility which rests upon these now 
vested with. éxecutive and legisla- 
tive authority.’ 

“With regard to general policies 
respecting these debts, 1 firmly be- 
eve in the principle that an indi- 
divual debtor should at all times 
have access to the creditor; that he 
should have opportunity. to lay 
facts and represéntations befsre 
the creditor and that thé creditor 
always should give courteous sym- 
pathétic and thoughtful. considéra- 
tlén to such facts and réprésenta- 
tions. 

“This ig a rule essential to the 
preservation of the ordinary rela- 
tionships of life. It is a basic ob- 
ligation of civilisation, It applies 
to nations as well as to individuals. 

“The principle calls for free ac- 
cess by the debtor to the creditor. 
Bach case should be considered in 
the light of ‘the conditions and 
necessities peculiar to the case of 
each nation concerhed. 

Accord on Four Principles. | 

“I find myself in complete ac- 
cord with four principles Giscussed 
in the conference betwéen the 
President and myself yesterday 
(Tuesday) and set forth in a staté- 
ment which the President has is- 
sued today (Wednesday). 

These are: :

NEW YORK, Nov. 25.—Unable 


t raisé sufficient funds to carry 


on, the Committee of Fourteen an- 
nounced today it had been forced 
to suspend activities, after a 27- 
year campaign against commer- 
cialized vice in New York City. 

Dr. James Pedersen notified the 
37 members of the General Com- 
mittee that “inability to raise our 
modest budget is forcing to the 
wall an organization which has 
served New York City since 1905 
and a program which has main- 
tained an outstanding place in the 
never-ending struggle of organized 
society against commercialized 
vice.”’ 

A report written recently by 
Prof. Raymond Moley, economic 
adviser to President-Elect Roose- 
velt, was stated by William FH. 
Baldwin, treasurer, to be one of 
the three causes “of our present 
financial predicament.” 

Although Moley devoted consid- 
erable space to criticising the or- 
ganization’s basic policy, its per- 
formance and personnel, Baldwin 
gaid the professor “has never 
visited our office, has never ex- 
amined our records, has never 
talked with our general secretary.” 

“Because of his association with 
the Seabury investigation,“ Bald- 
win continued, Prof. Moley’s opin- 
ion of the committee necessarily has 
carried weight among those New 
Yorkers who are our important 
potential contributors. In the 
light of his public report, it is in- 
teresting to speculate as to what 
he has said in private discussions. 
At any rate, as treasurer, know 
the results.“ 

Moley's report dealt with the in- 
vestigation conducted by Samuel 
Seabury into Magistrates’ courts. 
Baldwin, describing it “rather trag- 
ic irony,” listed this investigation 
as another faetor in the commit- 
tee’s financial light. 

“Unfortunately,” he said, there 
arose a public hysteria‘ over the 
‘framing’ of innocent women, and 
the impression developed in some 
quarters that the ‘Conrmittee of 
Fourteén either was a party to 
such methods or at least was dere- 
lict in not having exposed them. 
In spite of this, however, the New 
York newspapers, upon learning all 
the facts, re-established with few 
reservations their traditional con- 
fidence in the committee and its 
work.“ „ 

As the third cause of the com- 
mittee’s suspension, Baldwin cited 
“the depression,” which he said 
“needs no comment.“ 


PAINTINGS IN MEXICAN TOMB 
BELIEVED TO REPRESENT DATES 


Archeologist at Monte Alban, in 
Oaxaca, Deciphers Numerals 
12, 7 and 5.

OAXACA, Mexico, Nov. 25.—The 
brilliant paintings discovered re- 
cently in a tomb on Monte Alban 
have been deciphened as ~- hier- 
oglyphic dates, Dr. Alfonso Caso, 
Government archeologist, an- 
nounced yesterday, Dr. Caso said, 


The paintings represent the numi- 
erals 12, 7 and 5, and he was con- 
vinced they represent dates, but 
what dates he does not know. 

The tomb, one of the ‘many rich 
archeological finds in Oaxaca, is 
lined with even stonés and is two 
feet high, two feet wide and seven 
feet long. A headless skeleton at 
the entrance apparently indicated, 
investigators said, that a slave was 
killed to assist the important per- 
sonage buried in the tomb into the 
next world. ‘ e 

In à dish inside the tomb were 
found the bones of an animal, 
probably a small dog. The an- 
cients frequently buried dogs with 
persons of importance because they 
believed that only a dog could as- 
sist the soul across a river in the 
world of the dead.

It says the troops used ma- 
chine guns to mow down the vil- 
lagers and the villagers’ land was 
then turned over to e Na- 
tionals. 

The communique says the vil- 
agers were taken to the diteh with 
the explanation that they were sus- 
pected of harboring and co-operat- 
ing with volunteer Chinese troops 
und said the Japanese promised a 
reward if the suspects were found 
innocent, then sent troops into the 
towns to investigate.

France, as reviewed in your paper 
Sunday . Mr. Neihardt, easily sur- 
passes in fantasy the best efforts of 
Baron Munchausen. Mr. Neihardt

However, a collection of- facts per se 
do not make truth. Indeed, the method 
of suppressing certaingfacts, and of giv- 
ing others undue prominence as a means 
of putting the tiré subject under dis- 
cussion in a false light, is a well known 

allacy in logic. We 

: 3 forbids a complete treatment of 
the question, but let us take a look at 


a few of Mr. Schoonmaker’s facts. He 


gets into his discussion with the usyal 
jab at French military expenditures, 
which, he says, amount to over $600,000,- 
000. He neglects to mention, however, 
that these expenditures apply not only 
to France, but to her vast colonial pos- 
sessions—an; enormous area, comprising 
over 100,000,000 people. He also neg- 
lects to mention that these expenditures 
include pension payments to disabled 
ex-soldiers. * Obviously, if the United 
States were to figure its military ex- 
penditures on this base, they would 
shoot high above the billion dollar mark. 

But Mr. Schoonmaker’s genius 
gathering facts does not stop here. He 
has made the startling discovery that 
France was one country in which the 
taxpayers did not pay a cent of the costs 
of the war. Evidently some kind soul 
should take word to Premier Herriot 
to cease worrying about the next debt 
payment to the United States. Of course, 
this is all pure fustian. The veriest tyro 

in the field of finance knows that war 
expenditures were too enormous to be 
met by current incomé; that they had 
to be paid by borrowings from the cen- 
tral banks and the public. All countries 
handled the situation in the same way. 
For example, here in the United States, 
we had issues of Liberty bonds with pre- 
vious advances to the Government by 
te Federal Reserve System. Can we 
truthfully say that the payments of in- 
terest and principal on these loans do 
not constitute a charge upon the peo- 
ple? Mr. Schoonmaker, by his curious 
reasoning, seems to think that they are 
not. 

He further considers with indignation 
the depreciation of the franc. When one 
vonsiders that the war left France with 
a tremendous foreign debt; that she suf- 
fered, almost solely, from a tremendous 
property destruction, the restoration of 
which cost 100 billion francs at a 
period when practically no reparations 
were received from Germany; that of 
a pre-war investment in foreign seturi- 
ties of about 42 billion of gold francs, 
there only remained after the period 
of reconstruction about 20 billion of 
gold francs; when one considers these 
facts, it is easy to conceive the 
causes for the franc’s depreciation—al- 
though one may well wonder why these 
expenses and losses are not considered 
a burden on the French taxpayers. Fur- 
thermore, Mr. Schoonmaker’s attitude 
on this question is rather puzzling when 
one observes that, since the war, prac- 
tically every civilized nation on the globe 
has suffered a depreciation of its cur- 
rency, ranging from 100 per cent in the 
case of Germany to about 25 per cent 
in the case of England, which countries

It is very pleasing to commission to be able 
to make this report, but there is no satisfaction in it 
for the thousands of investors who went down in the 
Insull smash, They thought they were buying se- 
curities in public utilities, and now, after it is too 
late, discover that the upper stories of the Insull edi 
fice were not in that category. There are many flaws 
and jokers in public utility regulation, but one of the 
most obvious ones is the freedom from regulation 
or supervision of any kind enjoyed by holding com- 
panies and investment trusts pyramided upon op- 

Prof. James C. Bonbright of Columbia University, 
a recognized authority on public utility’ économics, 
has written a thoughtful article in the New Republic 
asking the question, Can we curb the holding com- 
pany?’ Mr. Bonbright attributes the ills of holding 
companies to irrational consolidation, over-capital- 
ization and uncontrolled management charges. He 
would taboo “that agglomeration of physically unre- 
lated properties that characterizes nearly all of the 
rajor electrical systems today,” charging that Elec- 
tric Bond & Share, Middle West Utilities, Associat- 
ed Gas & Electric and North American, from the 
standpoint. of engineering or operating efficiency, 
have no excuse for being. He would also outlaw such 
combinations as the Cities Service Co., because it 


combines utility and non-utility functions. He would 


view with suspicion companies controlling both the 
gas and electric business in a given territory. Of 
course, he is opposed to the super-holding company, 
or so-called investment trust. 

As for legislative action, Mr. Bonbright favors en- 
forced publicity of accounts, under uniform rules of 
accounting and public auditing; control by commis- 
sions over holding company securities; reform of the 
practice of. holding companies in imposing manage- 
ment and other charges on their subsidiaries. As to 
the last, he believes that holding companies should 
be given one of two choices—“either to abandon com- 
pletely the practice of doing business with their own 
subsidiaries, or to place all of this business in the 
hands of a specially created affiliated company, the 
stock of which is entirely owned by the subsidiary 
operating companies.” He says this plan has already 
been adopted Gotuntarily by the Commonwealth & 
Southern Corporation. 

Mr. Bonbright admits being mystified by the ques- 
tion of Federal and state jurisdiction in the matter of 
public utility regulation, but says that so long as 
interstate holding companies are tolerated, Federal 
control is essential, 

We look forward to a studious and courageous at- 
tack on the holding company question by the Roose- 
velt administration. It is a question full of knots 
and gnarls, but there is no reason why an intelligent 
solution cannot be reached. The public utility and 
holding company operators themselves should co-op- 
erate to undo the financial monstrosities they have 
created. No industry can be healthful with them on 
its back.

It is a far cry from the fifty-second annual conven- 
tion of this year back to the fourth convention, in 
1884, when the eight-hour day became an issue. It 
was a radical proposal then, for 10 to 12 hours of 
daily labor were the rule. In fact, not until 1916 
did the railroad brotherhoods win the eight-hour day, 
and the steel industry’s change from 12-hour to 
eight-hour schedules came only in 1922. In the ’80s, 
strikes were used in an effort to bring the reform, 
and the Haymarket Square bombing in Chicago in 
1886, fatal to eight policemen, was a result. This 
tragedy defeated the strike and, according to Samuel 
Gompers, impeded the eight-hour movement for years 
thereafter. — : 

The average hours for regularly employed labor 
in general still are more than 44 a week, but the 
trade unions have attained the objective set 48 years 
ago. The five-day week has come in many industries. 
The spreading of work, an expedient of the present 
depression, has reduced hours, but unfortunately with 
corresponding decreases in wages in most instances. 
Now, however, the A. F. of L. strikes out to seek a 
rational remedy for our economic ailment. 

So recently as at last year’s convention, the federa- 
tion did not go this far. It indorsed the five-day 
week, but covered the six-hour day only in the state- 
ments, “The shortening of the work day and the 
work week is an economic necessity,“ and “Consider- 
ation ig being given to the possibility of a six-hour 
day.” Since then, the depression has deepened, the 
number of unemployed has increased from 7,000,000 
to about 12,000,000 and the extent of our maladjust- 
ment has become more apparent. „

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THE CENTENARY OF . NULLIFICATION. 

It was just 100 years ago that a historic convention 
adjourned in the city of Columbia, S. C. For nearly 
a decade there had been slumbering embers of revolt 
in South Carolina against Federal legislation that 
the people of that State believed discriminated 
against them. Although Calhoun and other South 
Carolinians had earlier been strong Dationalists, and 
had supported internal improvements and the Tariff 
Act of 1816, they soon lost their enthusiasm for these 
legislative measures, which, in fact, redounded almost 


Passage of the “tariff of àbominations“ in 1828 had 
intensified this opposition to the National Govern- 


ment, and the more hot-headed in South Carolina} 


urged that the State refuse to obey the detested law, 
or even secede from the Union; Andrew Jackson’s 
toast at the Jefferson birthday dinner in 1830, Our 
Federal Union—it must be preserved”; the Hayne- 
Webster debate and the high rates in the Tariff Act 
of 1832 served to fan the flames of discontent. 

The state rights faction swept the State elections 
of 1832, and the new Legislature issued the call for 
a convention. From this convention came the famous 
nullification ordinance, which declared all duties on 
foreign moéities to be “null, void and no law, 
not bind upon this State, its officers or citizens.” 
In the face of the unbending stand of Andrew Jack- 
son, the ordinance was soon rescinded, but the chal- 
lenge of South Carolina haunted the nation for 
over a quarter of a century. It took four bloody 
years, in which brother was ranged against brother, 
before the question was finally settled and Lincoln 
and the boys in blue proved that the toast of Andrew 
Jackson was still à reality. 

The particular issue as to the naturé of the Union, 
which was raised by nullification, has long since 
passed into history, but the larger question, whether 


our destiny, or whether ‘progress and réform are to 
come through the orderly processes of law, is an ever- 
present one. The tendency of organized minorities to 
take the law into their own hands was one of the 
alarming developments of the recent post-war ern. 
Not by lynch law, not by the action of “nullifiers” or 
the edicts of “invisible empires,” but by the ordérly 
processes of government résponisive to public needs 
and ever-changing conditions, must America solve the 
problems of her natiönal life. :

HE bold, brave men who have been 
clamoring for a decision to slam the 
door in the face of our debtors have 
their answer, The President tells them that 
stich a policy is “unthinkable within the 
comity. of nations“; the President-elect tells 
them that “free access by the debtor to the 
creditor” is ‘‘a basic obligation of civiliza- 
tion.” This disposes finally and conclusive- 
ly of the agitation to tell the debtors to pay 
or default and damn the consequence. 
Whatever else may happen, we are not to 
be disgraced by a refusal to consider care- 
fully what friendly nations have to say. 
Having agreed on the basic\principle, Mr. 
Hoover and Mr. Roosevelt disagree on the 
method by which the debt problem is to 
be discussed with the European Powers. 
Mr. Hoover takes the position that Congress 
must authorize him to negotiate with the 
debtors, Mr. Roosevelt takes the position 
that “no action by the Congress has limited 


or can limit the constitutional power of the 


President to carry on diplomatic contacts or 


conversations with foreign governments.” 


The difference is of the utmost conse- 
quence. Mr. Hoover's theory rests upon an 
acceptance of that usurpation of power 
which b with the senatorial attack on 
Woodrow Wilson and has bedeviled Améri- 


can foreign relations ever since. It involves 
the surrender of the initiative by the Prési- 
dent. Mr. Roosevelt rejects this whole the-

We have several inquiries again 
about kinds of white sauce. “Somd- 
times thin is specified, often me- 
dium and once and awhile thick 
white sauce is mentioned in recipes. 
What is the differene?” is the 


question of a bride. 
It all depends on the amount of 


flour and butter used. The fol- 
lowing measurements should be 
pasted: in the back of a cookboek 
as a constant reminder. Each 
recipe makes about one cup of 
sauce. 
Thin White Sauce: 

One cup of milk, one tablespoon 
flour, one tablespoon butter, one- 
quarter teaspoon salt, pepper. 

Medium White Sauce. 

One cup milk, two tablespoons 
flour, two tablespoons butter, one- 
quarter teaspoon salt, pepper. 

Thick White Sauce. 

One cup milk, four tablespoons 
flour, four tablespoons butter, one- 
quarter teaspoon salt, pepper. 

Melt butter, add flour slowly 
stir until smooth, then add milk 
gradually. Cook until thickened, 
stirring all the time. Add salt and

Wash- 
ington’s defense, courageous at all 
times, was, for a brief moment, su- 


‘Bears stopped Billiken drives al- 
most in the shadow of their goal- 
posts and kicked out of danger.

More than half of the yardage 
gained by Washington resulted 
from a run of 36 yards by Max 
Tyrrell through the left gide of the 
St. Louis line and from a beautiful 
pass by Frederickson which trav- 
eled 25 yards to Harry Brown, who 
continued for 10 yards and a touch- 
down. Washington’s only score and, 
actually, its only real threat of the 
afternoon. 

Bears Hold at the Goal Line. 


St. Louis kicked off to start the 
game and Washington, unable to 
gain, bad to kick after three plays. 

with their attack function- 
ing prettily, the Billikens started a 
series of dashes from ‘their own 
14-yard line, which, momentarily, 
threatened to mare the game a 
runaway. Five first downs in a 
row were recorded, Rapp, La Pres- 
ta and Arenz doing the ball-carfy-- 
ing. But the Bears suddenly gath- 
ered themselves together right at 
their own goal line and after a pass, 
Rapp to Arenz, had grounded, took 
the ball on downs. 

The Billikens just missed a 
touchdown ‘in these early minutes 
for La Presta clicked off 24 yards 
on a run around the Washington 
right end and contintied over the 
goal line. But, dodging a would- 
be tackler, Benny stepped a few 
inches out of bounds and the ball, 
quite correctly, was called back. 

The first touchdown, however, 
followed soon after. La Presta re- 
turned a Washington kick 22 yards 
and Rapp and Arenz made it first 
down on Washington’s 10-yard 
mark. An offside penalty against 
the Bears moved it five yards near- 
er. Twice the Bears held, but La 
Presta then cleared the right side 
of the Bears’ line and scored. His 
kiek for the extra point failed. In 
this quarter the Bears failed to 
make a single first down. 

Early in the second period the 
Billikens lost a chance to increase 
their score when La Presta, far 
in the clear, missed an easy catch 
of a fine pass.

OUGH crepes, satins combined

es. Some of them are in gay colors 
thereby adding a festive appear- 
ance, but many are black or brown. 
Sleeves may be in short or they 
may be quite long, depending upon 
the type of dress and age of the 
wearer. Decorated blouse details 
make up for the tailored appear- 
ance of skirts. 

To illustrate how practical as 
well as lovely some of the popular 
shorter-skirt types of afternoon 
dresses are, representative ones 
from St. Louis stores are sketched 
above. Let's take a look at them, 


picking out certain characteristics 
that distinguish them from their 
older and fussier sisters. 

At left is an effective combina- 
tion of black and pencil blue. The 
dress is of a very rough crepe 
called “scarpa,” with velveteen rib- 
don in this new shade of bright 
blue introducing the color contrast. 
Puffed sleeves, long shoulder lines, 
cartridge pleats and a high neck- 
line tied in a big bow in the front, 
are among youthful details. The 
little turban made to be worn with 
this dress is pointed sharply in 
front and cut out cleverly to fol- 
low the arch of the right eyebrow. 
The back is turned up like a pan- 
cake flapped over and held with a 
blue velvet ribbon. 

The back view of the next dress 
illustrates how careful some dresses 
are to provide decorative yoke de- 
tails in the back as well as the 
front. This dress is of black triple 
sheer with cut-out appliques on 
crinoline to decorate the yoke sec- 
tion and upper part of the sleeves. 
The sash is cut in one with the 
front blouse section, wrapping 
around the figure and tying on one 


side. This dress has the new neck- 
line, high in front and back and 
cut quite wide on the shoulders. 


HREE outstanding afternoon 
122 are sketched in the 

center group. Nearest the bot- 
tom is a striking dress of black 
rough crepe with a bib of white 
galyak. Rhinestone-studded silver 
buttons carry out this contrast. The 
dress is so cut that it has a high 
waistline in front, but a normal 
waistline at sides and back. Sleeves 
have an interestingly puffed upper 
section. The black felt hat worn 
with this dress is mentioned be- 
cause it was selected to carry out 
a complete color scheme. It has a 
crown section of white galyak tied 
in a big bow at the back. 

Flag blue is the shade of the 
dress sketched at center of this 
group. The material is rough 
crepe, pleated at each side both 
front and back. The skirt repeats 
the same detail as the blouse. Sil- 
ver metal clips are placed at either 
side of the high waistline, and 
there is a long metal ornament 
across the front of the belt. Three- 
quarter length sleeves are fitted 
into a tight cuff. 

At the top of this group is a dress 
in another new color—geranium 
red. This also is of rough crepe. 
Organ-pipe pleats add interest to 
the shoulder epaulets, which are 
lined with taffeta. This dress has 
the high surplice front which is 
considered quite smart this season. 
The belt has twin clips of silver and 
rhinestones. 

An afternoon dress for an older 
woman is sketched “in the panel. 
It is of a heavy sheer in a soft 
shade of gray with coral insets of 
the same material. Covered fabric 
buttons of coral and gray carry out 
this color scheme, and there is a 
fascinating belt of coral and silver 
colored beads. 

Sketched below and at left of 
the panel is a shirtwaist type of 
dress combining black and white. 
The material is rough crepe. The 
white bodice has radiating tucks 
which frill around the neckline. 
Black and brilliant buttons march 
in double rows down the front of 
the dress. The skirt is quite 
straight and tailored.
